Rochester, N. Y.—Senator Wan-on 


G. Harding today challenged anyone 
to draw up a parallel column of his 
utterances on tho league of nations 
and find statesments not in accord. 


Speaking at convention hall here, 


tho republican candidate insisted that 
ho had held to one position through- 
out bis campaign and again refused 
to outline in detail his conception of 
an association of nations. 


"I challenge contradiction. T invite 


any 
man's parallel of utterances 


which are not in accord." he said. 


"T have unfailingly said that 
we 


wish to associate with other nations 
to end war and promote and preserve 
•peace. The other nations of the world 
are wiser than our political oppon- 
ents. 
They have, accepted the fact 


that there is no hope of uniting Amer- 
icans, or even a very'substantial min- 
ority behind the impossible proposal 
that we should accept the covenant as 
written. The foreign nations have set 
their faces ' to the future. 
So must 


America, so much every friend of the 
new and better order." 


"It is easy enough for any candidate 


trtio is going to lose to say almost any- 
thing about the league of nations or 
his future plans, Harding continued. 
But those -who expect to be called to 
responsibility have the task of unit- 
ing American opinion behind a work- 
able plan .ind must, therefore.,- pro- 
ceed with caution, he explained. 


Would Consult People 


"If T believed in attempting to ex- 


press the purpose of the American 
people before being clothed with au- 
thority to consult them, if I desired 
to dictate to foreign nations, it -would 
be possible for me to suggest a new 
league and say to the nations of the 
earth and to my native countrymen: 
Take this or take nothing,"" Harding 
said- 


I am not that kind of a can- 


didate. 
I believe in consulting the 


American people, in fact as well as 
theory. T still believe in constitutional 
government and have seen some of 
the failures which came of flaunting 
it. 
I realize, much more than ever 


before, the failure which came of ig- 
noring the senate. I can see no great 
service in fixing upon a plan and then 
refusing to change it. Our business is 
to invite American opinion and find a 
way to national accomplishment. 
It 


is one thing to reject a dangerous 
contract and quite another to say be- 
coming arrangements will be gladly 
considered."

CONDEMN AID FOR STATES 


Bankers See Effort to Soyietize 


Federal System of United 


States. 


Bj- Cnited Tress Teased Wire 


Washington.—The safety and pros- 


perity of the banking 
business de- 


pends on the safety and prosperity, of 
farmers. Joseph Hirsch, chairman of 
the agriculture 
commission 
of 
the 


American Bankers' association, said 
in his report to the association con- 
vention here toda>. 


The report uryed the bankers to use 


their influence toward properly main- 
taining the department of agriculture 
and to help the farmer in marketing 
his products by encouraging the or 
ganization of cooperative warehousing 
and selling organizations. 


Hirsch's report aroused special in- 


terest here because of the recent ap- 
peal of the farmers to the treasury 
and federal reserve hoard for aid in 
crop marketing. 
They declared they 


were losing millions because they were 
forced to sell at low prices. 


"It is high time for the bankers of 


this country to recognize a more econ- 
omical method of distributing our food 
products is absolutely essential to the 
success of American agriculture; that 
unless farmers can produce anil sell 
their crops with some reasonable 
surance of a fair profit, there will bo 
an increasing tide of men drifting from 
the farms into the cities." Hirsch said. 


Hirsch urged support of the Feder- 


ation of Farm Bureaus which is study- 
ing cooperative marketing. The farm- 
ers need the bankers' knowledge of 
business organization 
and 
methods, 


Hirsch said. 


In another report submitted to the 


ccnvntion, W. A. Sudd, vice-president 
of the savings bank section of the as- 
sociation, declared against federal -aid 
to states, localities and individuals. 


This practice destroys the benefits 


which will arise from a federal budget 
system, which the bankers unanimous- 
ly favor. Sadd ftaid. because it rle%el- 
ops bureaucracy and increases appro- 
print ions. 


On the same ground Sadd declared 


against the Smith-Townor bill, which 
would create a federal department of 
education and rails for federal aid to 
states. Ho declared the measure "rep- 
resents nn effort not onlv to federal 
izo but to sovietizo the entire federal 
system of the United States."

First Political Rally 


Former 
Congressman 
Reilly 


Discusses League of Na- 


tions at Meeting Here. 


Appleton women who this" year ex- 


ercised the right of suffrage for the 
first 
time, 
Wednesday 
attended 


the first political rally meeting ever 
held here expressly for women. The 
speaker was former Congressman M. 
K. Reilly of Fond du J^ac. who dis- 
cussed the -league of nations from the 
democratic standpoint. 


As political meetings go it was vast- 


ly different from those of a few years 
ago when men sat around in groups, 
smoking cigars and- discussing every- 
thing from the presidential race to 
baseball scores under their 
breaths 


while the party leaders, on the plat- 
form, were introducing the speaker to 
chronic "celebrity greeters." 


The women, impressed by the im- 


portance of their right of suffrage, 
save the speaker their undivided at- 
tention but they hesitated when given 
the opportunity of '.asking questions 


, after Mr. Reilly completed his 
ad- 


dress. But a few more years of ex- 
perience and they will be as prompt 
with entangling queries as the most 
talented hecklers of the other sex. 


"The Ijeague of Nations is purely 


an American idea." Mr. Ueilly averred. 
He said that Roosevelt conceived the 
Idea of banding nations together in an 
agreement not to fight. 


"Plank three of the American L/ea- 


eue provided for the use of military 
forcg to enforce peace, so the plan was 
strictly an-American product, and not 
"British mad''" as some of the critics 
declare." Mr. Reilly said. 


"Mr. Wilson's fourteen points are 


a foundation of new world 
peace," 


continued Mr. Reilly. "Point 14. to ar 
tide fo. It wouldn't take a lawyer, a 
college professor or a minister of the 
gospel to see that. Tet those men who 
have never objected to point 14 be- 
gan to kick as soon as they saw the 
same idea in article 10. 


"Some people are objecting to the 


covenant because they declare that 
Wilson made it without accepting aid 
or assistance, but this is not true. Ev- 
ery amendment suggested by Hughes, 
Root and Taft was incorporated in the 
covenant. 


"As to the League of Nations prop- 


er, it provides for three main things: 
the disarmament of the world: arbitra- 
tion in case of disagreement, which 
means the submissio^i of questions to 
a court or council of the league; and 
enforcement, that is. if one nation de- 
clares war, the rest of the nations will 
declare a complete boycott, and iso- 
late her from the rest of the world. 
Any nation which goes to war, will 
have the cannon of the world turned 
on her. I am for the covenant, first, 
last and always. 


"As to Ireland, she is in a more fav- 


orable position under the protection 
of the league than before. 
She has 


three doors to freedom. The door of 
foreign assistance which would 
be 


closed under the league of nations: 
the door of rebellion safl Mwolution 
which is open: and the 4HT of Eng- 
land's good will which is mJso open. 


"Many people base their opposition 


to the League of Nations on the idea 
that England has six votes against one 
of the United States. This is in the 
Assembly, while in the council, the 
whole British Bmnire has one vote 
and we have one vote. The final de- 
cision lies with the Congress," con- 
cluded Mr. Reilly.

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PAINLESS POLITICS 


The campaign now on home stretch 


has been called a "quiet campaign." A 
visitor from abroad would have diffi- 
culty realizing America is in the throes 
of a change of government, for wheth- 
er Cox or Harding is elected, it will be 
a change. 


America tikes its throes painlessly. 


Although, if the campaign orators are 
to be believed, the fate of the nation is 
in the balance, the average American is 
going to bis daily job. or attending to 
her cooking and baking, just as if the 
nation will continue to flourish long 
after the issues of the 1920 campaign 
are-forgotten. 


On November *2. about 30.000.000 


American men and women will go to 
the polls, make marks on their ballots 
and by nightfall America's quadrennial 
"revolution" will have been accom- 
plished. The next day the loser will 
congratulate the winner and every- 
thing will be over, including the shout- 
ing. 


National politics is not as bitter and 


so. perhaps, not as thrilling as it used 
to be. It was a -recognized means of 
recreation in times when there was no 
baseball, nor movies, nor golf to pro- 
vide diversion. In 1834 the militia was 
called out to guard New York during 
the campaign riots when banks and 
business houses were threatened. 


In those times political hates sur-

It will pay America, in more ways 


than one. to devise means to make 
country life attractive to her young 
men. 


WORKERS AS OWNERS 


American railroads are bidding for 


nn entirely new set of stockholders— 
their employes. This, not unknown in 
Other lines, has been the unusual with 


railroads. Not much had been done to 
tempt the engineer, brakemau, ticket 
seller or track walker into becoming a 
partner in the railroad system on 
whose pay roll his name appeared 
Then came a change. Railroads now 
are headed toward a partnership of 
capital and labor in which labor will 
be partly capital, too. 


At the coming meeting of railroad 


financial officers this will be discussed 
and all roads will be encouraged to fol- 
low the example set by the Lehigh Val- 
ley, the Illinois Central and the Penn- 
sylvania, pioneer in the movement to 
put workers' names on both the pay 
roll and also the stock roll. Al- 
ready this year 1,028 Lehigh Val- 
ley employes have purchased 4,483 
shares, paying for them by deductions 
at the rate of S5-pcr month per share 
from their wages. The Pennsylvania 
has sold 3.300 shares of its stock to 1,- 
500 of its employes. 


This is very different from the Plumb 


plan of employe conffol through gov- 
ernment ownership but is a long way 
superior to it The employe does not 
become a cog in a sovietized machine 
but a real partner and part owner. And 
in it there is a big hint to American la- 
bor everywhere. If the workmen want 
to own industry there is a sure way to 
do it. 


With the wages paid in this country 


there is no industry so great that its 
employes cannot own it within a few 
years through their cumulative buying 
power. All they need do is to save sys- 
tematically and put their savings into 
stock purchases. In five years the rail- 
way employes could buy and own the 
railroads or the steel workers the steel 
industry. The labor outlay in trans- 
portation exceeds all other outlays, just 
as it does in most lines of manufactur- 
ing, 
and if that stream was directed 


back into the business we should very 
shortly have worker ownership in 
earnest It may not be possible in the 
old world under conditions there but it 
is possible and entirely feasible in the 
United States.

On October 27, a great many kinds of 


people in a great many places in this 
country arc going to observe in diverse 
ways the birthday anniversary of a 
great American? That day will be the 
anniversary of the birth of Theodore 
Roosevelt, in 1858. 


So much has been written of the 


man. 
This piece is to be about two 


words that Roosevelt brought out of 
moth balls and camphor, and put into 
the public display window. They are 
"Ananias" and "Armageddon." Anani- 
as lived in the Bible and his acts finally 
caused his name to be used for liar. 
That was a popularly forgotten talc 
until "T. R." started his Ananias club. 


Armageddon in the Bible is designat- 


ed as the spot where on judgment day 
will be fought the final battle between 
forces of good and of evil. Roosevelt 
popularized that term in the campaign 
of 1912, when as against his political 
enemies he said: "We stand at Arma- 
geddon, and we battle for the Lord." 


Roosevelt was expert in the choice of 


words in illustration of his ideas. He 
seldom failed to reach the heart of 
things nor of his public. As a phrase- 
maker he will be remembered as well 
as for statesmanship.

HOW THEY COME TO GRIEF 


In a recent 1800 mile automobile tour I happened 


to be the first doctor on the scene in three instruc- 
tive disasters. And now that the automobile is com- 
ing to be one of our big killers It may be worth 
while to consider tho preventable causes of- these 
three particular accidents. 
, 


Tbe first one occurred in a large city, A driver 


just ahead signaled that he intended to turn a left 
corner, lie Vaa going along at a speed of about 
twenty miles an hour and slowed down very little 
for the turn. He turned a very pretty left corner, 
just a trifle too much to the left, and a little flivver 
scooting hitherward from the left on the side street 
could not avoid colliding1 with our road hog. 
For- 


tunately, only a few hundred dollars' worth of ma- 
terial damage was done, aside from the ruffled tem- 
per of the flivver's captain. 
At a corner is the 


jlace of all places where a driver ought to stick to 
lis side of the road aria leave plenty of room for 
the unforeseen coming down the left street. Yet 
so many drivers do love to sweep around a left 
corner, cutting off the room that unforeseen may 
unexpectedly demand! 


Even No. 2 was rather more foolish and also 


more serious. A big car with an optimum speed of 
35 miles an hour gained on a small car with an op- 
timum speed of perhaps 25 miles. The big fellow 
had a very good horn, for he gave it to me and I 
gave him plenty of room. But for some reason he 
didn't waste a signal on the little car ahead—he 
ust tried to slip past. The driver of the little car, 
however, at that moment swerved sharply over to 
.he middle of the road, and in a jiffy the big car 
was trying to climb a tree over the field. Some ugly 
cuts by the shattered windshield were the memen- 
toes carried away by the front seat occupants of 
the big car. They will use the signal next time they 
try to pass even the most insignificant bus. Toots 
are cheap—mig_ht as well use one and be sure. I 
am glad to say the innocent party of this set-to 
came off without any damage. 


The final demonstration was most spectacular of 


all. 
Number of cars climbing a long, moderate up- 


grade. Brand new bus. young driver, bored by the 
pace, lit out. Passed two or three cars on the way 
up. Essayed to beat out the last just below the brow 
of the hill. But alas, you never can tell what may 
be coming over the brow of the hill. The hurry-up 
boy attained the brow and found one car stopped on 
the right of the road and another speeding toward 
him on the left. He had to go into the ditch. The 
car turned over. Kept ms nearly an hour nursing 
the two wounded. Moral: Pass nothing till you are 
over the hill.

No Tapeworms Need Apply 


"What arc the first symptoms of a tapeworm? 


(t>. E. M.) 


ANSWER—The person who harbors a tapeworm 


usually experiences no symptoms, not even 
the 


enormous appetite popularly deemed a sign of such 
infestation. 
Tapeworm hosts are usually normal 


in weight or overweight, not skinny, as the popular 
notion has it. The diagnosis of tapeworm infesta- 
tion is made by finding segments' of the worm or 
tapeworm eggs (microscopic), and no other symp- 
toms warrant the diagnosis. 
The most efficacious 


vermifuges against this parasite happen to be pois- 
ons to the human host and therefore the treatment 
demands th* skill of a physician. Blindness has been 
caused by the incautious use of remedies against 
tapeworm. 
Worse still, disastrous poisoning has 


been produced by ill-advised self-treatment, when as 
a matter of fact^ no parasite was present at all. 


Astigmatism 


Is it possible to correct astigmatism by exercising 


the eyes? (M. E. J.) 


ANSWER—No. Astigmatism Is an imperfection 


in the shape of the eyeball or rather an uneven- 
ness, and it is as unchangeable as the shape of the 
nose.

New York City—About one hundred 


thousand New Yorkers of the sort 
that are supposed to be bound to the 
pavement for life, and never to get a 
breath of fresh 
country air or to 


roam in the woods and fields, are now 
fuibishing up their arms, buying am- 
munition and getting ready to take 
the hunting field. 


These are not all or even mostly 


wealthy and well-to-do New Yorkers, 
who own cars and membership in 
clubs and things like that. Many of 
them are poor workingmen. If they 
had the misfortune to live In rural 
sections, where the game is not well- 
protected except on posted Jands, they 
would stand little chance of a day of 
recreation in the hunting field, but liv- 
ing in the greatest city in the world in 
a state where game protection is prac- 
ticed scientifically, these chaps can 
get a real day's sport for the price of 
a car or ferry ticket, or a very short 
railroad journey at most. 


So diligently has New York protect- 


ed its game that there is even good 
shooting within the city limits. Small 
game is fairly abundant on parts of 
Staten Island, and the rabbit hunters 
also find gxjod sport in Flushing and 
Jamaica, while Jamaica Bay for the 
last few years has been really full of 
ducks. Barren Island, where the city 
dumps its dead horses, is a' good 
place for shorebird shooting, and can 
be reached from most parts of the 
city by the expenpUture of a dime. Of 
course various police regulations re- 
strict the shooting in these urban dis- 
tricts, but they non-th«-less furnish 
New Yorkers with sport every year. 


Long Island a Hunting Ground 
If you can afford more than a car 


ticket and as much as a whole day of 
time, you can get much better sport 
by going from 20 to 40 miles into the 
country. 
Long 
Island, despite its 


large population, contains a variety of 
wild country, and is one of'the best 
natural game and fish regions in the 
world. You can find almost any sott 
of sport you want 
on Long Island, 


from, 
digging 
clams and catching 


crabs, to hunting foxes with hounds. 
There are deer on the island, too, and 
they are on the increase, 
but deer 


hunting is not allowed, chiefly be- 
cause of the danger of shooting high 
power 
rifles 
so near 
civilization. 


Grouse, quail, •woodcock and ring- 
neck pheasants, rabbits and squir- 
rels make un the attractive list of 
small game. The pheasants especially 
are on the increase, many of them 
being raised every year on a state 


e farm and liberated, while eggs 


and young birds will be turned over 
to anyone who is willing to help in 
this work of stocking the coverts. ] 


Long Island furnishes a surprising 


variety of fishing, too, all kinds of 
salt water fish inhabiting its Coastal 
waters, while its -streams and lakes 
contain trout, hass and pickerel. 


You would erpect that all of the best 


huntinp; on Long 
Island would be 


owned by private individuals and pre- 
serves, and that the poor man woulH 
be shut out from tho outdoor life, as 
he is in so many regions where the 
land is not controlM by the Forest 
Service or some other ^public asjency. 
The Forost Fish and Game Commis- 
sion here says that this is not the 
case. Most of the, lands of the island 
are farm lands. 
,The law requires 


that if the farmer wants to keep out 
hunters he must post his lands with a 
sign at least a foot square every forty 
rods. Most of the lands, it is said, 
are not posted. 
The hunters have 


learned that it is not good manners 
to break fences and shoot cows, and 
most of tho farmers are tolerant of 
the sportsmen. There axe many sta- 
tions 
in good hunting country in 


Long island where.you out f*t off 
the 
train, shoulder ' your gun and 


strike out across country without be- 
ing molested. 


Duck-SbMtfat f«r All 


In the same way, while some of the 


best duet-shooting points are con. 
trolled by clubs, there are many other 
places where anyone may hire a duck- 
ing boat or a sink box and go out in 
kueet of game. 
Moat of the fresh 


water fishing and practically all of the 
salt water fishing is open to all com- 
ers. 
Indeed, there are probably five 


anglers in New York for one hunter. 


The thing that restricts the number 


of hunters from going out from New 
York is that very few of the people 
of Hebrew 
descent, who make up 


such a great part of the population, 
care for sport. It is a rare thing In- 
deed to see a Hebrew afield with a 
gun. He has little taste either tor 
killing or for wild meat. The immi- 
grant Italian, on the other hand, com- 
ing from a country where the hunt- 
ing was poor and where he could not 
perhaps ^ven own a gun, is eager to 
go afield. 
Equipped 
with- a cheap 


single-barrel shotgun he goes out and 
shoots everything he sees, including 
song, birds, woodpeckers, and valu- 
able insectivorous birds. A large per- 
centage of the violations of the game 
law in the vicinity of the great city 
are of this nature. 


The system 
of sam« protection 


which has kept game abundant in 
the vicinity of the great city is not 
one of rigorously restrictive legisla- 
tion. In many- states it is sought'to 
protect game by allowing very short 
shooting seasons, which are general- 
ly not enforced with any success. New 
York, on the other hand, allows gen- 
erous ooen seasons and bag limits, 
but the laws are rigidly enforced. 


In most parts of the United States, 


a game warden is some farmer who 
has been appointed to a soft political 
job. 
He never thinks of devoting any 


time to it, or of actually 
patrolling 


his territory. 
Not that only, but 


everyone in the immediate vicinity is 
either a friend whom he would not 
arrest for pioney, or an erifemy whom 
he is afraid of. His activity is lim- 
ited to arresting an occasional sports- 
man from the city and having him 
soaked the limit by the local justice 
of the peace, while the country peo- 
ple kill all the game they please, 
whenever they please. 
, 


The Game Policemen 


In New York a game warder is uni- 


formed official with a gun on his hip 
and a badge on his chest, who has no 
occupation in life except to patrol his 
.erritory, arrest violators of the law, 
exterminate vermin, and note the a- 
bundance arid condition of the game, 
in the winter he often feeds it. There 
is at least one such game policeman 
in every county in New York, and in 
the neighborhood of the city there are 
several to a county. 
Bach of these 


inspectors 
sends 
in every week a 


card, 
which 
is filed, telling what 


game he saw during the week and 
what vermin he killed. In this way 
the inspectors in charge of the dis- 
trict can form an accurate idea of 
conditions everywhere, and of wheth- 
er game is increasing or decreasing, 
and legislation can be- modelled ac- 
cording to need. 


On the first days of the open seas- 


on in the vicinity of New York City 
a veritable army will take the field 
and it will sound as though a battle 
were in progress. But there will be 
game enough for all and a great deal 
left over. New York has shown that 
by systematic protection game can be 
made to afford recreation for all who 
rare to seek it. even in the most thick- 
ly settled portion of the United States.
